The program of the 
forenoon comprised an informal recep- 
tion of prominent citizens, a luncheon 
at the BaJtmore Hotel under the aus- 
pces of the Commercial club and then 
a parade to Kansas City., Kas., where 
two hours were spent prior to the de- 
parture for Topeka at four o'clock 
this afternoon.

Dr. McKelw.y Declares the Rank 


and Pile Demand F«r President, 
the Man Who Made the Mon- 


ne Doctrine Immortal. 


New York. May 1.—The Herald to- 


day, publishes the following: 


Qrover Cleveland's nomination for 


president of th-e United States by the 
democratic party is demanded by the 
influential public sentiment of ' the 
south, as well as by the conservative 
interests and the rank and file of the 
party in th« north, according to Dr. St. 
Clair ufleKeiway. state regent and edi- 
tor of tue Brooklyn Eagle. 


Dr. McKelway devoted a long edi- 


torial in his newspaper on Wednesday 
to the subject of the Domination of 
Mr. 
Cleveland. This editorial 
he 


supplemented yesterday with an in- 
terview given to a reporter for the 
Herald, who saw him at his home. 
No. 23 Monroe place, Brooklyn. 


Dr. McKelway said the inspiration 


for his editorial has conns from the 
conversation of men of all classes in 
the south who attended th? recent 
educational conference in Richmond. 
Va. Their sentiment—*he sound and 
influential sentiment ijt the south— 
as he declared, was,, no* circum- 
scribed by Mason and^Ti5T.->n'a line, 
but was active and insistent among 
the men of influence and independent 
ideas in the north. 


Machine Leaders Must Yield. 


Dr. McKelway believes the machine 


leaders of the party would be hostile 
to Mr. Cleveland's candidacy, hut that 
they would have to yield to the rank 
and fllo. Even the organization in 
this state, be said, would not care for 
a second cupful of its bitter exper- 
ience. 


"1 proposed Mr. Cleveland as the 


only man who could surely be elected, 
because I believe that to be the case," 
.salt) Dr. McKelway. "In ray late trip 
down south, I met. Governors, Chief 
Judges, College Presidents. Chancel- 
lors of Universities. State Superinten- 
dents 
of 
Public 
Schools, 
County 


School Superintendents, editors, cor- 
respondents and business managers of 
southern papers and many clergymen 
and bankers. They came to Richmond 
to the educational conference. 
The 


attendance from the South, alone, was 
as larg-e as that section would send to 
a national political convention, and 
was quite as representative of south- 
ern opinion. 


"Mr. 
Cleveland was In every man'8 


mind, and his name was in 
every 


man's mouth. They all said he ought 
to be nominated and could be elected. 
Most of them 'eared be could not be 
nominated because of northern demo- 
cratic hostility to him. Others stit! 
believed he would not allow himself to 
be nominated. Hi* had twice filled 
the office, and could increase neither 
his influence nor his fame by trying 
to get it again. 
They argued that if 


he would only have what Ii* had be- 
fore, and that If he failed, he would 
be tbe second man who attempted to 
break over the third term wau, and 
had failed. 


In General Demand. 


"But all these men wanted him. 


Most of them believed there was noth- 
ing in the 'third-term' after eight 
years' absence from office, and some 
even thought the idea of conquering 
the anti-third term tradition 
would 


have a fascination about it .or the peo- 
ple. 
These men did not want Mr. 


Cleveland merely because they 
be- 


lieved ho could be elected, but 
be- 


cause of the fc-ood which they thought 
he could do. They said he was the 
only man who could moderate the d"- 
mands which the anti-combine forces 
of the country arc SMTP to make, aud 
certain, in part, to obtain. 


"They thought Mr. Clerelaad would

this southern' sentiment.

shown in many ways, even m judicial 
decisions. 


"But 
these discoveries would not 


have governed my" mind, had they not 
concurred with my own 
reflections. 


Mr. Cleveland has always represented 
progressive conservatism and conser- 
vative radicalism in admirable equal- 
ity of proportion to the country, and 
he has the respect and confidence of 
Independent men to a greater degree 
thaa any other American. He is just 
a man as would lead the independents 
to make of any party that nominated 
him. their instrument for the govern- 
ment of the union. 


Can Be Nominated. 


"I am sure be can be nominated if 


his party would rather win than lose, 
and I am not sure any one else can be 
nominated who can win. Mr. Cleve- 
land is in a claas by himself. He will 
be exactly the man to conserve all 
that Mr. Roosevelt has well done and 
to administer the national government 
with a moderation, a steady strength 
and a digniued repose whicn, I think, 
the country would like and 
which 


many think it needs. 


"Of course the machines will 
be 


against him. but the rank and file of

come out for him, and can run over 
the machines if they do not come out

in 1892." 


"Could Mr. Cleveland get the back- 


ing of New York in the national con- 
vention? 
What support could 
he 


get from New York State delegates, 
with the state organization against 
him?" Dr. McK-elway was asked. 


"I think," replied Dr. McKelway. 


"that be would get New York state, 
because the other states would show 
that ho could be nominated by them 
without New York state, 
and

EDWARD 


IN PARIS. 


Given Welcome in Memory of Gay Days 


When He Was Prince of Wales. 


Some Surprise Caused on Account of the Pro- 


Boer-Attitude of the French Nation, but 


England's Sovereign Has Always Been 


a Favorite in Paris. 


Paris. May 1.—If one did not under- 


stand the French national character 
the rousing welcome accorded King 
Edward upon his arrival in Paris to- 
day would seem more than 
passing 


strange. In fact, even to the initiated, 
it is somewhat of a surprise to see 
thfi head of the English nation greet- 
ed with enthusiasm apparently 
so 


jeculne when the extreme pro-Boer at- 
titude of the French during the recent 
South African war is recalled. 
But 


recent moves on the European chess- 
board 
have thrown 
England 
and 


France closer together and the wel- 
come of King Edward is merely a 
method chosen by Prance to empha- 
size this 
friendly 
understanding. 


Then again, international 
politics 


aside. King Edward has always been 
one of the most popular visitors to 
Paris. In his younger days, when 
Prince of Wales, he made frequent 
visits to the French capital and his 
democratic ways and good fellowship, 
to u»« a slang phrase, "made a hit" 
with the Parisans. 


So it is that-when the special train 


bearing his Majesty and his suite ar- 
rived at the Lyons Railway station 
late this afternoon a cordial welcome 
awaited them. Tbe King was 
offi- 


cially greeted by officials of state and 
a military escort conducted the party 
to tb« British Embassy, where his 
Majesty will stay durine the nest two 
nays. His Majesty found the streets 
lavishly decorated in his honor and in 
the shop windows everywhere were 
displayed his portraits. 
At the top 


of the Rue de la Paix. near the Place 


, de I'Opera, there was a magnificent 
! triumphal arch covered with French 
and English flags and trophies. 
At 


the lower end of the Rue' Castigiione 
there was a similar arch and the in- 
termediate thoroughfares were taste- 
fully decorated with flags and bunting 
and long rows of posts strung with, 
colored electric lights. 


The King is to remain in Paris until 


Monday morning. The program pro- 
vided for his entertainaemt

elaborate as that prepared tor the en- 
tertainment of France's strong ally, 
tne Czar, on the occasion of bis visit
